and these, too, were paved. Nothing 
breeds and fosters pestilence in the 
tropics moro rapidly than damaged 
and decaying food supplies, and a 
law was passed compelling" garbage 
to be deposited In corrugated Iron 
cans which must bo kept covered. 
These are used all over the Isthmus, 
or, at least that part of It which 
comes under tho supervision of Uncle 
Sam.

While this was being done Colonel 


Gorgas was beginning his campaign 
agalrxrt mosquitoes. 
It will bo re- 


membered that Doctor Ronald Ross, 
an eminent Scotch physic! "i of tho 
Indian Civil Service, after many ex- 
periments discovered that certain dis- 
eases were transmitted by and only 
by the blto of mosquitoes. 
Doctor 


Roes demonstrated by his experiments 
that malaria fever Is caused by the 
presence of bacteria In the blood, and. 
should tha female of a certain species 
of mosquito bite a. human being while 
the bacteria -Is going through Its 
cycles fn tho blood she sucks In some 
of them. These develop in nine days, 
and If she bites another human be! 
sho 
Inoculates htm 
with malaria. 


This theory was accepted by the med- 
ical officer of the Commission and he 
at once set a^bout to hare tho carrier 


killed off, and so well drilled are the 
employees In the belief that these little 
pestiferous Insects aro the greatest 
enemy to thc-lr health that if they 
should hear or £eo a mosquito In their 
quarters they would at once notify the 
Sanitary Department, and this has 
become as natural aa to notify the 
polico department that a burglar fs 
in the houee. Tho water systems and 
ECwera which havo been built In Pan- 
ama City and Colon did away with 
moat of tho rain barrels and other 
artificial water containers In which 
the mosquitoes coiiid lay .'their eggs, 
Tho fumigation of tho houses de- 
stroyed all .the'grown-up mosquitoes. 
so in the towns end quarters of the 
employees every means werer adopted 
to stamp out the exUieuce of theso 
pesis, but outside there wero many 
swamps and thcsa breeding places had 
to bo destroyed, and with that end In 
view the Sanitary Department organ- 
\zcA a mosquito brigade.' It 13 divided 
into several divisions—one is to make 
war on the Stejjomyia, the yellow 
fever mosquito, and another to kill 
tho Anophellne, the carrier of malaria, 
Every morning tho mosquito brigade 
sallies forth on Its murderous mission 
and If a mosquito has been seen they 
search until they find it, Nine mos- 
quitoes out of ten sleep after a meal 
of blood. They are usually found on 
the wall or in the folds of clothing- 
and the brigade la pretty sure to find 


Ihem. 
A record is kept and the 


sanitary report'of last year shows that 
6,259 adult mosquitoes were killed, 
Of course, all the buildings are thor- 
oughly screened. The testing of these 
screens was rather curious aa various 
kinds of mosquitoes were caught and 
put Into cages made of different kfnds 
of netting. 
They were kept there 


until It was determined Just what kind 
of netting afforded tha best protec- 
tion. 
An architect then worked .out 


the plan of screening. 
One of the 


strangest things about tha Panama 
mosquito Is that the Stegomyia, the 
yellow fever carrier, lives only near 
human 
habitations and 
fn 
conse- 


quence Is moro easily exterminated. 
Tho malaria mosquito lives In the 
swamps 
and 
is more 
difficult 
to 


destroy because his breeding- places 
are so numerous. A special larvlcide 
brigade was organized, the sole pur- 
pose of theae men being to destroy 
the larvae. 
This Is done by filling a 


can. with a mixture of crude carbolic 
acid, resin and caustic soda. 
The 


mixture is called larvlcide. 
It Is put 


in the can. and drops" through a small 
hole In the bottom. 
7It will soon 


spread over water like the black oily 
stuff used on roads. Tho chief of the 
larvlcide brigade, who Beems to know 
all about mosquito, life, declares that 
the larvae must wigg_lo up to the. Bur- 
face of the water every two minutes In 
order to get fresh air. 
This, makes 


thirty times an hour during the twelve 
days of their life in that atate. The 
majority of them are sure to get a 
mouthful of larvlcide some time dur- 
ing thejr fresh air trips after which 
they never come up again. ' "Infant 
mortality among- our mosquitoes Is on 
tho Increase," declared one of the 
brigade as ho filled up his can, "and 
malaria is on the decrease by reason 
of it" 


The elaborate campaign of draining] 


the swamps has not only reduced the' 
number of cases of malaria, but It 
has reduced the death rate as tho 
disease Is In a much milder form 
and there is rarely a death from It 
During the French regima more peo- 
ple died of malaria than of yellow- 
fever. 
Some Idea of tha work this 


malaria campaign has entailed can 
best be appreciated from an account 
of the work given In a recent report 
—"Brush cut, 16,000,000 square yards; 
swamp 
lands 
filled 
and 
drained. 


1,000,000 square yards; ditches dug, 
217,000 linear feet; tile dftches laid, 
50,000 linear feet" 
This same re- 


port .tells of the cleaning- up o£ 1,512,- 
737 feet of old ditching. Whenever 
It, Js possible streams are mado "'to 
flow swiftly and regularly .and ;this 
prevents the mosquito breeding1. The 
Commission employs an entomologist 
and this gentleman h'aa mado a special 
study of mosquito life and*can'give 


1 one an Immense amount of Informa- 


tion about the fifty or more varieties 
of this little Insect which 
for so! 


many years was regarded as merely] 
exasperating without being harmful. 
Mosquitoes, however, are riot the only 
Insect offenders against health for the 
sleeping sickness of Africa was traced 
to flies, and It Is a 'well-known fact 
that tho bubonic 'plague has been 
spread from fleas which gathered the 
virus from Infected rats. The Canal 
Commission Is taking no chances with 
the latter, and there IB also a rat 
brigade. A record of the victims Is 
kept and last year over 13,000 rats 
were killed. Smallpox, too, has been 
wiped out by vaccination. 


At present the physicians there are 


fighting the same ailments as tho 
physicians of New York City are do- 
Ing—tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, 
ap- 


pendicitis, measles, etc., so even the 
Canal 
Zone 
diseases 
have 
been 


Americanized. A number of excellent 
hospitals presided over by a corps of 
specialists aro scattered 
over 
the 


Zone. 
So' much has been written 


about the splendid management and 
excellence of the corps oi physicians 
and nurses 
In charge that 
there 


seems little more to say In regard to 
them. 
However, they form a very 


large part of the safeguarding of tho 
health of tho thousands who are 
laboring on the Canal and. no write- 
up on health conditions would be 
complete without some special men- 
tion of these Institutions. In tho first i 
place, the salaries of both physicians 
and nurses are remunerative- enough 
to attract capable medical people. 
They aro among the best equipped 
hospitals In tho world with all ap- 
pliances needed In medical and sur- 
gical work. There aro two terminal 
hospitals—Aucon 13 on the Pacific 
Bide. 
It has an Ideal location and 


with Its magnificent grounds it Is con- 
sidered one of the beautyspots of the 
Zone. 
It has a capacity of thirteen 


hundred Veds. At Colon, the Atlantic 
end of tho Canal, the big hospital Is 
on the waterfront 
Tho grounds are 


fiHed with plants and the main drive 
Is arched over with palms. The build- 
ings stretch out along the water—In 
fact;-the operating room is .built out 
over the water and on the very hot- 
test day there Is always a breeze blow- 
ing through the wards of tho Colon 
hospital.- 
There are several smaller 


hospitals, Including a sanatorium at 


Taboga and tho I^eper Asylum at 
Palo Seco, as well as dispensaries all 
along tho line, Tho death rate on the 
2one last year was 6,35 average per 
thousand; In 1308 it was $.19 par 
thousand, so It will bo seen that tha 
Isthmus Is becoming moro healthy 
each year. 
Quinine seems to be the 


favorite medicine, especially among 
tho negroes, and

pounds of quinine- were Issued at the 
different medical departments on the 
Zone,

of tho Medical Department of tha 
Canal Commission to. the effect that 
tho employee has been unable to 
work on account of Illness contracted 
through no fault of his own.

ISTURBANCES of various seis- 


mographs on our continent, as 
well as telegrams, show that the 
Pacific coast region fn tho vicln- 


ity of Alaska and Mexico has been 
greatly disturbed this past year. Vol- 


• canoes that slumber o.' break out only 
' occasionally have shown signs of ac- 
1 tlvlty. Mere thin this and undoubted- 
ly due to the same cause,.the Japan 
; Current which runs along tho coast 


of southeastern Alaska has changed 
its course and so altered tho Alaskan 
climate that last winter it was mild In 
Nome, where as a rule the cold Is ex- 
treme. 
This current has 
always 


.made the climate- of SStka as delight- 
ful as that of Balmoral, England, In 
whose latitude It is situated, but 
northern Alaska towns on trie- co&.st 
have not until this,last season been 
so fortunate. 


The latest and mcst severe distur- 


bance In Alaska Is that of tho Katmal 
volcano. 
It not only caused tho de- 


• Btrucdon of numerous villages, largely 
Inhabited by Indians, Russians and 
half breeds, but threatened Kadlak 
Island, tho homo of the magnificent 
Kadiak bear and Important for its 
fisheries. 
The eruption of this vol- 


cano was so terrific that the air waa 
charged with gas and wherever rain 
fell tha vegetation was ruined. Alas- 


ns have been fearing some unusual 


phenomena for scientists have as- 
serted that tho changes In the Japan 
Current wero duo to motion 
place under tho Pacific Ocean, and 
such unusual activity often presages 
some violent eruption. 


The whole shore of tho south- 


western portion of Alaska Is fringed 
with towering mountains, but few 
show pronounced signs of late vol- 
canic activity, though at some period 
terrlBo changes 
undoubtedly 
took 


place here. 
In certain places there 


ara hot springs which Indicate vol- 
canic 
disturbances. 
The 
Aleutian 


Islands and Kadlak Island are an- 
other matter. 
Ever sEnce they wero 


first known they havo been of great 
Interest to geologists, for they show 
their volcanic origin, and 
contain 


mountains over eight thousand feet 
high. One of theso Islands rose from 
tho soa in 1776 and another appeared 
as late as 1SS3S They came undoubt- 
edly from volcanic disturbances and 
havo altered In appearance 
since-. 


Most of the sedimentary rock goes 
back to the Tertiary age, but there Is 
soma which shows moro recent vol- 
canic changes. 
This is tho region 


which reports unusual volcanic activ- 
ity^ It abounds in game, there aro 
soma excellent-aalmoa canneries and 


a few Russian priests conduct serv- 
ices for the Indians, Kussians, half 
breeds and traders who live in the vil- 
lages situated on bays which jut in- 
land.

It sends out columns of smoko most 
of tho time and on occasions becomes 
more violent so that recent earth- 
quake tremors In Mexico have been 
attributed to this volcano. Tho rail- 
road—-a new one running lo the \Vest- 
eni coast—passes within J miles of 
tho crater and volcanic ash and lava 
almost meet the track. 


pears, whether In Alaska, Mexico, the 
United States or foreign countries, aU 
disturbances are recorded on the- va- 
rious seismograph instruments, and 
while the cable or telegraph may lo- 
calize them, the seismograph teils 
that they hava occurred.

Tho seismograph at Colum- 


bus. Ohio, registered In six days over 
thirteen tremors and other instru- 
ments showed enough motion for cal- 
culations to be made on tho distance 
and Intensity.
